2. The IDS filed July 14, 2004 has been considered. As Applicant has noted, it is not clear 
that either document qualifies as prior art. Tt should also be noted that neither reference appears 
to coat both sides of the glass with the sequence claimed by Applicant. Also, neither reference 
utilizes transport rollers to convey the substrate or coats the entire substrate. The references use

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a device that supports the glass substrate at the edges. Changing the support to be transport 
rollers in the references is not obvious for the reasons discussed by Applicant.
